S.R.O. 202. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the fol- 
lowing rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Rules, 
1949, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1965. 


2. In the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Rules, 1949, for clause (e) of 
sub-rule (1) of rule 34, the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(e) in the case of Senior Wing, an honorarium (which will be’ without 
prejudice to the payment of pay of rank admissible to NCC officers) 
of Rs. 75 per month throughout the year.” 

3. This notification shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from 
the 1st April 1984.

Explanation to rule 39, in sub-rule (3) of rule 40 and in paragraph (1) 
of Explanation to rule 41. after the words “Director of Public Ins- 
truction”, the following words shall be Inserted, namely: — 

"or the Head of the Department controlling a particular college or institu- 
tion,”.
